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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Walpole: 


1997 has been a year of pluses and minuses for our town. On the plus side the Town, 
once again, lived within its budget, dedicated the new Roger B. Santaw Head Start Center 
in Drewsville, completed the Hubbard/Union Streets water and sewer renovations, 
received a $40,000 matching grant for our 1997 Warrant Article which will allow us to 
complete ADA upgrades to our Town Hall and Library, repaved Main Street (nee 
Turnpike Street) from Route 12 to the Walpole School, held are first Annual Employees 
and Volunteers Appreciation Day, and completed most of the structural work necessary 
for our new Transfer Station at the Recycling Center. 


On the minus side, the Town was not able to renovate our Town Hall, building new office 
space beneath the existing building, when construction bids came in $100,000 over 
estimates. In North Walpole the erosion problem of the bank of the Connecticut River 
remains, the State deciding not to provide funds to correct it, and the issue of the 
pedestrian underpasses remains unresolved. 


At our 1998 Town Meeting, the voters of Walpole will be asked to approve a bond issue 
so that we can cap our landfill, to approve funds for the completion of the Transfer 
Station, and, hopefully, to resolve finally the issue of new Town office space. It should 
be a lively Town Meeting, and we urge you to be present. 


Once again the Selectmen thank the hundreds of volunteers who do so much to give our 
Town its charm and vibrancy. We are especially grateful to Harold Putnam and the other 
members of the Facilities Needs Committee for their service during the past four years. 
That Committee's efforts resulted in the construction of the new Police Station, oversaw 
the Town's ADA upgrades and tried valiantly to solve the Town's office space needs. 


We also pay tribute to Helen Ladd for her 35 years of service to the Town as its 
Treasurer. Her unfailing good humor and crisp efficiency will be sorely missed. The 
Town is in her debt.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday 
the 10th day of March next, at 8:00 O'clock in the forenoon to act on 
Articles 1 through 18, the first two of which will be voted on at the polls. 
Polls at the Walpole Town Hall and the North Walpole Village Hall will 
remain open until 7:00 PM. Following the counting of the ballots, the 
meeting will be recessed until Saturday the 14th of March next at 9:30 
O'clock in the forenoon, at which time the balance of the Articles will be 
acted on. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose the necessary town officers for their respective 
terms. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IV (General 
Provisions), Section D (Signs) of the Walpole Zoning Ordinance by 
replacing the present section on signs with a new section proposed by the 
Zoning Board of Adjustments. 

Note: A copy of the proposed amendment to the Zoning Ordinance may be 
viewed in the Selectmen's and the Town Clerk's offices during regular 
business hours. 

(The Planning Board RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $600,000 for the closing of the Town Landfill, and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $500,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore to authorize the 
withdrawal of $100,000 from the Capital Reserve Fund - Landfill Closing 
which was created for this purpose; furthermore to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to purchase such land as may be necessary to effectuate the 


closing of the Town Landfill, using funds from the bonds or notes 
authorized by this Article to pay for any such purchases. 

Note: A two/thirds ballot vote of those in attendance and voting is required 
for the passage of this Article. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to rescind the actions taken by 
the Special Town Meeting held on June 18, 1997 authorizing the Town to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $325,000, and the issuance of bonds 
therefore, for the construction of new Town Offices in the Town Hall. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,335,789 for the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to build 
and repair bridges and highways, to insure the public safety, and for such 
other expenses as may accrue. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $350,000, of which approximately $150,000 will be used for the repair of 
the foundations of the Town Hall and for the removal and replacement of 
the existing underground oil storage tank; the remaining funds, 
approximately $200,000, will be used for the construction of new offices for 
the Selectmen on the first floor of the Town Hall, and for enlargement of the 
Town Clerk's offices. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $225,000 for the construction of a new facility, to be built on land 
donated by Hubbard Farms located adjacent to the Ames Plaza, to house the 
Town Offices. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article ONLY IF the 
previous Article is not passed.) 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50,000 to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund - Heavy Highway 
Equipment. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of 
the sum of $21,500 from the Capital Reserve Fund - Heavy Highway 
Equipment and appropriate this sum for the purchase of a wood chipper 
which will be used by the Town's Highway Department, Cemetery 
Department and the Recycling/Transfer Station. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund - Police Vehicle. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $29,000 for the purchase and equipping of a 1998 Ford Expedition; 
further to authorize the withdrawal of up to the sum of $24,000 from the 
Capital Reserve Fund - Police Vehicle and use the same towards the 
purchase of this vehicle; further to authorize the sale or trade-in of the 
Town's 1993 Explorer, the proceeds of which will be used to offset the 
purchase of the new Expedition. 

(The Board of Selectmen, by a divided vote, RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund - Old Home Days; further to see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3000 to be held in this Fund for the 2000 Old Home 
Days. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,500 for the repair and refurbishment of the Town Pool's 
filtration system and liner. These repairs are deemed essential by the 
Walpole Recreation Committee after consultation with pool maintenance 
contractors. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 for completion of the removal of tires from the former 
landfill in preparation for the final closure and capping of the landfill. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5000 to complete (hopefully) changes caused by the Town's 
conversion to the new 9-1-1. These funds will be used to purchase and erect 
new street signs and posts, to notify residents of their new addresses and to 
update Town records. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $47,000 to complete the construction and equipping of the new 
transfer station for solid wastes on the site of the present Recycling Center. 
The funds would be used to construct cement block walls, build a burn pit, 
purchase a trash compactor with hopper, complete the re-grading and re- 
paving of the Center, and cover necessary engineering costs. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will vote to advise the Board of 
Selectmen to lay out anew Town road off Route 12 just south of the old 
"Potato Barn". This dead-end road would provide access to the proposed 
parking lot of the Barn, would be engineered, constructed and maintained 
by the Barn's developer, and would not be built until financing for the Barn 
project had been assured. 

(The Board of Selectmen, by a divided vote, RECOMMENDS this article.) 


ARTICLE 18: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

INDEFINITE DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY 
BY THE TOWN TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
OR THE LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


In the past a number of articles appeared on the Town Warrant each year delegating specific powers to the 
Board of Selectmen. These articles are usually referred to as "boilerplate articles". Because each now contains 
the language "authorizing indefinitely, until specific recission of such authority", they no longer need to be 
voted on at each Town Meeting. The Town of Walpole now has seven such Warrant Articles, which are printed 
below for your reference. 


1. TAX ANTICIPATION NOTES: Shall the town accept the provisions of RSA 33:7 providing that any town 
at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, 
the Selectmen to issue, without further action by the Town Meeting, tax anticipation notes? 


2. ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 31:95-b providing that any 
Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such 
authority, the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, 
unanticipated money from a state, federal, or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the fiscal year? 


3. ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS BY LIBRARIES: Shall the Town accept the provision of RSA 202-A:4-c 
providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
rescission of such authority, the public library trustees to apply for, accept and expend, without further action 
by the Town Meeting, unanticipated money from a state, federal or other governmental unit or a private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year? 


4. ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS, LEGACIES AND DEVISES: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 
31:19 providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until 
specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to accept, without further action by the Town Meeting, 
gifts, legacies, and devises made to the Town in trust for any public purpose during the fiscal year? 


5. ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS OF PERSONAL PROPERTY: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 
31:95-e providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until 
specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to accept, without further action by the Town Meeting, 
gifts of personal property (other than money) made to the Town for any public purpose during the fiscal year, 
provided that the Selectmen hold a public hearing before accepting such gift, and providing further that the 
acceptance shall not bind the Town to raise, appropriate, or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair or replacement of any such personal property? 


6. TRANSFER OF TAX LIENS AND SALE OF TAX DEED PROPERTY: Shall the Town accept the 
provisions of RSA 80:80 (or RSA 80:42 if the Town has not adopted the tax lien procedure) providing that any 
Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such 
authority, the Selectmen to convey, without further action by the Town Meeting, any real estate acquired by the 
Town by tax collector's deed, provided that such conveyance be by deed following a public auction, or the 
property sold by advertised sealed bids, or otherwise disposed of as justice may require? 


7. ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS OF PERSONAL PROPERTY BY LIBRARIES: Shall the Town accept the 
provisions of RSA 202-A:4-d providing that any Town at any annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing 
indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the library trustees to accept gifts of personal property, 
other than money, which may be offered to the library for any public purpose, provided, however, that no 
acceptance of personal property by the library trustees shall be deemed to bind the town or the library trustees to 
raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for the operation, maintenance, repair or replacement of such 
personal property.

THE 1997 FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE - 


Once again we are pleased to report that the Town remains in a sound 
financial state. Revenues for 1997 exceeded expectations by over $90,000, 
better than 5% above estimate, while expenditures came in just under our 
budgeted estimate. 


The Town's Operating Budget for 1998 is up approximately $25,000 
over last year's budget, a rise of just over 1%. Recognizing that the 
proposed Warrant Articles could substantially increase the taxes which each 
property owner would have to pay in the coming year, we made every effort 
to keep the Operating Budget's increase as small as possible. 


The General Fund Budget (that is, the Operating Budget less the 
Water and Sewer Budgets) which we propose is up just under $50,000 -- an 
increase of 2.5% over the 1997 Budget. Almost two-thirds of that increase, 
$33,000, is in the Police Department, and $22,000 of that increase is 
expected to be covered by a second COPS-FAST grant. Even with this 
increase the Walpole Police Department budget remains the lowest of any 
Town of comparable size in the State. 


Again we express our appreciation to those entrusted with the Town's 
financial administration and to the dedicated full and part-time employees 
of Walpole. Together they have not only made Walpole the marvelous 
community it is, but also, over the past five years, helped us keep the 
expenses of your Town government under tight rein.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Walpole, New 
Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 31, 1997, and have issued our report thereon dated 
January 22, 1998. We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and 
the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the 
Comptroller General of the United States. 


Compliance 


As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire's 
general purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement, we performed tests of its 
compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grants, noncompliance with which 
could have a direct and material effect on the determination of general purpose financial statement 
amounts. However, providing an opinion on compliance with those provisions was not an objective of 
our audit and, accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. The results of our tests disclosed no 
instances of noncompliance that are required to be reported under Government Auditing Standards. 


Internal Control Over Financial Reporting 


In planning and performing our audit, we considered the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire's 
internal control over financial reporting in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide assurance on the 
internal control over financial reporting. Our consideration of the internal control over financial reporting 
would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control over financial reporting that might be 
material weaknesses. A material weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one or more 
of the internal control components does not reduce to a relatively low level of risk that misstatements in 
amounts that would be material in relation to the general purpose financial statements being audited may 
occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their 
assigned functions. We noted no matters involving the internal control over financial reporting and its 
operation that we consider to be material weaknesses. 


This report is intended for the information of the Board of Selectmen and federal awarding 
agencies and pass-through entities. However, this report is a matter of public record, and its distribution

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WALPOLE WATER DEPARTMENT REPORT - 1997 


1997 was a very productive and busy year for the Walpole Water Department. We 
experienced several water main breaks in some of the older parts of the system. If you 
lost water or had rusty or dirty water during these times we appreciated your patience. As 
many of you know Walpole's water system is almost 100 years old and we are working 
hard to modernize as much of the system as possible with the money available. Many 
system improvements have been made. A new water main was installed on Union Street 
and part of School Street as part of our continued efforts to improve water quality in areas 
with antiquated mains or continued rusty water problems. This completes all but the 
south end of School Street, Union Street, Westminster Street and High Street. The next 
area scheduled to be upgraded is Maplewood Park, however, a time frame has not yet 
been set due to the size and cost of this project. Hopefully it will be done within the next 
18 months. 


Other improvements include re-roofing, and up-grading the utilities and over-flows at the 
distributor on Prospect Hill, replacement of over 50 meters and back-flow preventers and 
much work on a system long range plan and possible funding alternatives. 


The 10 year plan consists mostly of projects that need to be done to satisfy state and 
federal requirements and insure great water quality and service.

WALPOLE SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT - 1997 


Walpole Sewer Department had a relatively quite year. We continued efforts to replace 
sewer lines made of old clay tile to help decrease the amount of ground water that enters 
the sewer system as we are charged by amount of waste received by Bellows Falls 
treatment plant. Last year Union Street and the remainder of School Street was upgraded. 


In 1995 & 1996 the lines on Westminster Street, High Street, and the northern end of 
School Street were replaced, this has greatly reduced the amount of infiltration into the 
sewer system. We are still seeing inconsistent BOD counts which are primarily related to 
our commercial users. The Town is also charged on the BOD and SST amounts and we 
will be testing and working with our commercial users in 1998 to try lowering these 
figures. 


Walpole Sewer Department is not planning any line improvements for 1998 with the next 
major improvement being on Main Street. Some drainage problems related to the sewer 
project in North Walpole are still being addressed and we appreciate everyone's patience.

1997 WALPOLE ROAD AGENTS REPORT 


We had a lot of storms. We were out 46 times in the winter of 1996-1997. In February 
our loader man had a stroke while picking up snow. He has since recovered and is back 
to work. I have put the mechanic driving a truck for storms and instead of hiring a new 
man until May, moved a truck driver onto the loader. He did a good job, not being a 
loader operator. 


Picking up snow is one of the hardest jobs. My drivers work long hours during the storm 
then start hauling away the snow after the roads are sanded and salted. Our crew has 
done another great job this year. 


We did about 15 miles of clearing ditches. We ground up Turnpike Street, sprayed a 
liquid and rolled it and then we put 4" of pavement on it. Our test boring didn't show 


clay, so we hauled 500 Tons of stone to drain it. Tarring was done on Wentworth Road, 
North Road and Reservoir Road, "Jane Phipps" and Valley Road. 


We dug out Cray's underpass in North Walpole and paved it. Russell Street underpass 
was dug out and lowered 10 inches. Now we don't have to buy equipment to fit the 
underpass! We did sections of sidewalks on Main Street, North Walpole and Turnpike 
Street in Walpole. 


Our 1998 tarring proposal is to finish Wentworth Road, Graves Road, Cold River Road, 
Middle Street, Maple Grove Road and Hooper Road.

Presently the cemetery crew of two are taking care of the lawns, shrubs, and trees 
at the old and new cemeteries of Walpole Village, Carpenter Hill, Drewsville, the Town 
Commons of Walpole, Whitcomb Park, and the four water stations.

$7,500.00 a year for three years. 


As you can see with the above statistics the Walpole Police Department is in need for a second 
full-time Officer and this Federal Grant would reduce the burden to the taxpayer for three years.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION - 1997 


Much of our work is consistent from year to year. We are responsible for reviewing and 
making recommendations on applications for wetlands permits. We are also frequently 

called upon to determine whether a wetland permit is required for work on property that 
is borderline wetlands. These duties are our responsibility and we are more than willing 
to provide these services at any time. 


During 1997 we sponsored an Eagle Scout project. This project was done at the Mason 
Forest. Commissioner Lewis Shelley worked with the Eagle Scout candidate and very 
badly needed improvements were completed on and around the trail beginning at the 
River Road South. 


We have assumed the trash pickup and removal duties at the two rest areas on Route 12 
south of the village. The New Hampshire Department of Transportation was ready to 
close these areas as they no longer cared to police the trash. We felt that, since the 
Conservation Commission was instrumental in the original planning and construction of 
these areas, we should see that they were kept open for public use. 


We were approached by a division of the University of New Hampshire Extension 
Service regarding sponsorship of a Fall Mountain Regional High School student from the 
Walpole area to participate in a project called Students for Environmental Resources, 
Volunteerism and Education. After meeting with a leader from the Extension Service we 
felt a young person could benefit and enhance his or her appreciation for the environment 
from participation in this kind of project and agreed to sponsor a student. The young man 
chosen to participate attends our monthly meetings. He must report his activities of the 
previous month as well as his plans for the coming month. His field work will be in the 
Mason Forest and at the Fall Mountain Regional High School Forest. The Commission is 
very pleased with the work he has done to date. 


It is obvious that the Mason Forest is becoming more and more a part of the 
Commission's work. The walking paths are now well kept. Trail markings have been 
improved and demonstration stands of trees will be marked. We trust you will take some 
time to go down there and see what a beautiful area this forest is. 


We wish to extend our thanks to the Town Officers and Citizens of Walpole who have 
cooperated with us during 1997. We could not function without the help of all of you.

REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 1997 


The Hooper Institute continued to serve the community of Walpole through its educational programs 
1997. In accordance with the will of George L. Hooper, programs in agriculture, forestry, botany, so 
and conservation of the environment were offered. 


Hooper Institute personnel visited each classroom at the Walpole and North Walpole Schools on a 
weekly basis. Primary School children learned about animals, plants, forest resources and soil study 
garden was planted, maintained, studied and harvested just outside the windows of the Walpole Prin 
School. 


Middle school students learned about local farm and forestry operations by visiting them firsthand. “ 
also learned about agricultural history at the Farm and Forest Museum, pressed cider, spun wool and 
threshed wheat. Soils and their conservation, trees and forestry, wetlands and the Connecticut River 
Valley were major units of study for this group as well. 


Students expanded their knowledge of Walpole by venturing to the Mill Pond, Hooper Shelter, Hoop 
forest, Recycling Center, Fall Mt. and Drew Mt. Trailbuilders, a group of Junior High School volunte 
improved town conservation lands and trails. Junior High students also conducted water quality tests 
throughout the town which became the basis for a workshop presentation at the NH Science Teachers 
Conference. 


At the High School level, the Hooper Committee worked very hard to initiate a scholarship program. 
Scholarship money was awarded to students with special projects in the fields of agriculture and biolo 
for supplies, equipment and the purchase of livestock. 


A Summer Program for High School age youth enabled them to learn the practical skills of landscapin 
orchard management and livestock care. More projects and a larger crew are anticipated for the comin 
summer. 


The Summer Program for children in grades 1-8 attracted about sixty participants. Based at the Hoope 
Institute, they explored many sites in town and gained an appreciation for the beauty and uniqueness of 
Walpole. A small group of older children completed individual woodworking projects using the shop 
space in the building. 


A variety of Community Programs were offered on weekends. Topics included: two woodlot tours wi 
the town forester, a night sky watch, wild turkeys, geology of Fall Mt., Mill Pond nature walk, edible 
wild plants forage, plant swop and flower arranging. An Open House in the Fall welcomed a new Nati’ 
American basket collection donated by Deborah Ann Hill. 181 people attended these programs. 


306 people visited the Farm and Forest Museum programs which yielded $392 in income. 4-H and Ecc 
Club youth groups used the building on a regular basis. Hooper personnel also worked with community 
youth groups. 


Congratulations to Fritze Till for the honor of being selected as runner-up for the New Hampshire 
Science Teacher of the Year Award. Thanks to the many people who have supported the Hooper 
Institute with donations of time and expertise this year. This includes the hosts of our Farm & Forest 
field trips, program presenters and program volunteers. A special thanks to the Hooper Committee for 
their sound guidance and leadership toward another productive year.

REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES — 1997 


"We are on-line!" 1997 marks the year that our library entered the electronic age by providing 
access for our patrons to the information highway. In addition, equipment was purchased so that our 
book circulation system will soon be completely automated. We have one computer designated for 
internet use by patrons; one to provide CD Rom access to information retrieval; two at the circulation 
desk - one for staff use in checking out books and one for patrons to use for book searches; one for the 
library director's use and one for the use of the librarian at the North Walpole branch. Over $20,000 
dollars was spent to provide these services, and yet not one penny of tax supported funds was used. 


Thanks to the untiring efforts of our Library Director Ellen Miffitt all the necessary funding was 
acquired through a state grant, donations from townspeople, and the generous support of the Friends of 
the Library. We, as trustees, are very appreciative of the effort and generosity of all those who made this 
big step into this new age possible. We are also appreciative of the dedication of our library staff who, 
in addition to Director Miffitt, includes Rose Werden, No. Walpole Branch Librarian and Barbara 
Dretzin, Fran Moses, Mary Farrell who all serve as assistant librarians at the Bridge Memorial Library. 


19,696 items were loaned out to patrons this year, including 18,298 books, 912 magazines, 187 
audio-books, 299 video tapes. Five hundred and twenty five reference questions were answered by the 
staff, and of the 389 requests for interlibrary loan materials, 306 were received. In addition, since the 
short time our computer has been connected to the internet, 45 people have signed on through our 
station. Finally, a grand total of 15,685 guests visited the Bridge Memorial Library and the No. Walpole 
Branch during 1997. 


Another aspect of library service includes the programs that are offered for both the youth and 
the adult population. At the Bridge Memorial Library, 977 young people attended 79 programs, such as 
Story Time for pre-schoolers and craft workshops for grades 1-4. 687 adults attended 72 programs, such 
as Walpole Writers Critique Group, Artist Way Book Discussion, Internet Introduction by Michael 
Kreek, and Investment Workshop by Cecil Goff. At the No. Walpole Branch, volunteer Brenda Forrest 
led a summer reading program and First and Second Graders from the North Walpole School have been 
coming in for a reading activity once a month. 


As always, we are indebted to the Friends of the Library for their generous contributions and 
their support of the programs for both children and adults. A highlight this year was their sponsorship of 
a most interesting and illuminating talk given by Walpole author Jim Skofield. Because of their 
successful fund raising events, such as the plant sale and the book sale, they were able to donate $3,000 
dollars for computer equipment, computer furniture, audio books for both children and adults, CD Rom 
reference software, reference books and the "Birth Books," honoring Walpole children born during the 
year. 


786 hours of volunteer time were donated to the library this year by Diana Bertin, Carol 
Christian, Marge Murphy, Barbara O' Connor, Marie Pinkerton, Abigail Siddal, and Paula Schwenk. 99 
hours were donated by various other people who came to our aid when it was time to bar code the books 
for computer check out. The Board of Trustees is most appreciative of the dedication of so many people 
from town. 


We are also pleased to report that $45,000 dollars have been awarded to the Bridge Memorial 
Library to complete our work to make the library handicap accessible. We look forward to completing 
that project in 1998. 


Again, on behalf of the Board of Trustees, I thank the Board of Selectmen for their support and 
cooperation and extend our appreciation to the staff at the Selectmen's Office for their friendly manner 
and generous help. 57 


Finally, to all the people who use the library, THANKS for your support; for those of you haven't 
tried us yet, stop in and see what's available. You might even end up taking a trip on the Internet.

The summer of 1997 found Whitcomb Park alive with the spirit of our community. A 
first annual Town of Walpole Employees and Volunteer Appreciation Day, sponsored by 
the Selectmen, brought together the diverse group of townspeople that make Walpole a 
truly special place to call home. 


The Recreation Committee remains busy overseeing the care of the Park and its 
programs. Our programs, salaries, and maintenance expenditures were satisfied within 
our budget. 


In 1997 we were fortunate to hire Amy Hicks of Walpole, as Recreation Director to 
supervise activities and personnel at both the Park and Pool. This position, originally 
created in 1996, has proven to be of tremendous benefit to the operations of the Park. 
Efficient, reliable and creative, Amy was popular with both employees and patrons. We 
hope to have her return to this position for the summer of 1998. As always, any 
recommendations for or suggestions about ways we could improve services would be 
welcomed by both the Director and the Committee. 


A beautiful renovation of the tennis courts was completed in the early summer of 1997. 
Financed by a true community effort of fundraising, a warrant article and a withdrawal 
from The Smith Fund, the maintenance will preserve the safe usage of the courts for years 
to come. Our sincerest thanks to Dr. Tucker Burr for organizing the fundraising portion 
of this project, and to all the community members who donated so generously to the 
Town. 


After 14 years of use, the Pool is in need of care. Brought to the Town's attention in our 
report last year, the filtration system is seriously in need of updating and a replastering 
under the gutters is essential. Plaster chunks are crumbling from the gutter area. After 
careful research and examination of estimates, the Recreation Committee is requesting 
funding from the Town, by warrant article in the amount of $12,500.00 to make the 
required repairs. Custom Pools of Newington, the original installer of the pool, is 
prepared to make these repairs in 1998. These repairs are fundamental to ensuring the 
continued safe use of the pool in the future. The Committee urges your support of this 
article. 


Our thanks to all members of the community, town agencies and the Selectmen for their 
support and assistance this year. My personal thanks as well to Elaine and Sheila for their 
guidance and assistance as I stumbled through my first experience as Chairperson. We 
look forward to the continued enjoyment of and service to this beautiful facility, which 
we are all so privileged to enjoy.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE RECYCLING COMMITTEE - 1997 


The response of Walpole residents and businesses to the efforts of its recycling volunteers 
was again in 1997 very good. Volumes of recyclables received continued to grow and 
with prices of processed materials slightly improved from 1996, the Town's General Fund 
received over $16,000 from your recycling activities. 


The major disappointment for the year was that the Transfer Station was not completed. 
Issues which delayed work in 1996 were resolved in the spring but it was July before the 
State-approved site plan was received from the Town's engineers. Site work started.in 
August but, in staking out the facility locations, potential problems were uncovered which 
required substantial redesign. So it was September before site work was restarted. 
Cement pads for the compactor, construction debris and metal roll-offs were completed 
before all further work was stopped to conserve Town cash. 


Once again recycling operations were conducted within budget. The modest budget 
overrun at the landfill, due to keeping it open beyond planned closure, was more than 
offset by operating transfer functions under budget. For these economical results, we are 
indebted both to Rick Cooper and Brian Krisch as well as to our loyal, hardworking 
volunteers. 


The outstanding work of our volunteers was recognized by Liz Bedard, Executive 
Director of the Governor's Recycling Program. She spoke about volunteering in New 
Hampshire at the Strawberry Social in June, held to honor recycling volunteers. 


With the demise of the Valley Times Journal, a prime channel of communication with 
townspeople was lost. The WRAP column now appears only in the River Record, 
Friday's Sentinel insert. We hope in 1998 to find additional ways to let you know what's 
going on at the Center and to provide broader information about recycling and solid 
waste.

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WALPOLE VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE CORPS 


The Walpole Volunteer Ambulance Corps (WVAC) currently consist of 16 volunteers 
who are licensed as First Responders, EMT-Basics, and EMT-Intermediates. These 
people are residents of Walpole, and the surrounding towns. WVAC has operated in 
Walpole, North Walpole and Drewsville since 1974, also serving as mutual aid to 
surrounding communities. WVAC volunteers responded to more than 200 calls in 1997. 


All volunteers on the ambulance are required to be licensed by the State of New 
Hampshire. To become licensed volunteers go through intense training courses ranging 
from 40 hours for First Responders to 120 hours for EMT-Basics, and EMT- 
Intermediates require even more training. All licensed people must be periodically re- 
licensed. This involves keeping current CPR certification, taking a refresher course, and 
accumulating at least 48 hours of continuing education credits in a two year period. 
WVAC volunteers make a valuable commitment of their time and expertise to serve this 
community and are not paid for their services. WVAC does provide for training expenses 
for our volunteers. 


WVAC operates on a yearly budget that is submitted by the Financial Committee and 
approved by the Executive Committee. A yearly fund drive is done, and this is where a 
great share of our money for the budget is raised. For the past two years we have failed to 
raise enough money to meet our budget needs. In 1996 we had a budget of approximately 
$24,000 and raised only about $20,000. In 1997 we had a budget of $28,000 and raised 
only about $19,000 in the fund drive. This year we had added expenses of much needed 
radios and jackets, a new cardiac defibrillator, and the increasing costs of maintenance for 
our current ambulance. We are anticipating the purchase of a new ambulance in the near 
future, with a cost estimated between $96,000 and $110,000. 


Beginning January 1, 1998 WVAC, and the Town of Walpole have entered into a 
Paramedic Intercept program with a nearby service to assist us in providing the best 
possible care to this community. A paramedic is trained to provide important life-saving 
procedures that are not available to Basic or Intermediate EMTs. This paramedic service, 
unlike Walpole Ambulance, is not a free service. The agreement lets the paramedic 
service charge a patients insurance for their cost. In the event that a patient does not have 
insurance, or their insurance does not cover the bill, the Town of Wlapole has agreed to 
cover this cost. This means that residents in Walpole, North Walpole and Drewsville do 
not have to pay for the paramedic services they receive in an emergency situation. 


The Walpole Volunteer Ambulance is fully equipped to respond to any emergency call 
for acute illness or injury. Our volunteers are properly trained to the state required level, 
our equipment is up to date, and now with the added paramedic service we are confident 
of our ability to serve the Town of Walpole, and its surrounding communities. 
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In the event of an emergency please call either 911, or 352-1100. Walpole Ambulance is 
dispatched by a paging system linked to a central dispatch located in Keene, New 
Hampshire. The ambulance itself is centrally located at the Walpole Fire Station, 
although the fire department and the ambulance are separate from one another. 


Volunteers respond when they are paged, if they are able to leave their home or 
workplace at that time. WVAC provides a 24 hour service. 


WVAC is in need of new volunteers from the town of Walpole who are willing to make a 
dedicated and much needed service to this community. Anyone interested can contact 
Traci Smith at 802-463-3280 or Buck Taylor at 756-4007.

ARTICLE 1: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate up to the sum of Three 
Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand ($325,000) Dollars for the purpose of constructing new 
office space in the Town of Walpole Town Hall. Such sum to be raised by the issuance 
of such serial bonds or notes not to exceed Three Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand 
($325,000) Dollars under and in compliance with the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33:1, 
et seq., as amended); and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and to take such other actions as may be necessary to effect the issuance, 
negotiation, sale, and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interests of 
the Town of Walpole. 


(This Article shall be voted on by ballot and shall require a 2/3 affirmative vote for 
passage.)

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $80,000, (half of 
which $40,000) to be reimbursed as the Town's portion of a matching commitment for the 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds in the event that the Cheshire 
County ADA Project grant application #3 is awarded by the New Hampshire Office of 
State Planning, OR FROM ANY OTHER MATRCHING FUNDS WHICH THE TOWN 
OR THE LIBRARY IS ABLE TO SECURE FOR THE PURPOSES SET FORTH 
BELOW. These funds would be used to bring the exterior of the Walpole Town Hall and 
the Bridge Memorial Library up to ADA standards. The approval of the article (will not) 
MAY effect the Town's existing or future CDBG applications. This appropriation is non- 
lapsing for one year and shall be administered by the Board of Selectmen with the 
assistance of the Facilities Needs Committee and the Library Board.
